Back in March I told you about several spring and summer projects on the drawing boards with the 
Landscaping, Building and Maintenance, and Liturgy committees. The Pastoral Council and the 
Finance Committee have also been involved. 

We are still working on the idea of a Mary's Garden near our new patio. The garden would include a 
walking path highlighting aspects of Mary's life. It would be good to honor Mary in this way, 
especially when the name of our parish community is Our Lady of the Black Hills. This path has great 
potential for drawing us deeper into the mystery of a people who say "yes" to the Lord in our lives. 

We are also in the process of designing a new sign for the front of the Church, and are considering the 
possibility of building a bell tower as well. 

And we want to replace the carpet in the gathering area with new carpet or a combination of carpet 
and tile. The present carpet was laid in 1996 and is showing a great deal of wear and tear. Carpet One 
gave us an estimate on having the present carpet stretched, but they said it would not be worth it. 

I have asked for feedback from the parish community on these projects and so far have received several 
drawings, pictures, photographs, and ideas. I want to say thank you for this good feedback. 

But thinking about the work ahead has been at times overwhelming. So, to get the ball rolling, I 
decided to break the outdoor projects into two committees. If you have any ideas, please feel free to 
contact the committee members, or join in on the work.
